(l) Contact; Operations. 

Since more Soviet Ifiemlniaas were traveling abroad during PI-1959 
than ever before, the number of contacts between ASGA^QWAHI agents 
and Soviet ttoaiaiaas increased by several hundred percent. Simi- 
larly, substantially greater mounts of anti -Soviet AHJASSOHAKI 
literature were placed directly in Soviet lisrainian hands during 
FI -1959 o AECAS30¥/iBISS have been able, to a greater extent than 

in any past project year, to get evaluations of their publications 
and general propaganda line from Soviet Itoainians traveling abroad. 
Except in the case of convinced Coasnunlsts, the evaluations have 
been quits favorable. 

Because of the successes in ST-1959^0 ^Jhas been allotted in 
PI-1960 for expansion of operations to contact Soviet Ukralnioas 
traveling abroad. 

Cooperating closely with O _3 ^ w> - follcwing 

was accomplished, for sample, during the Brussels World" s Pair: 

(a) One of tbs four Soviet citizens recruited by CIA. at Brussels 
was the direct result of JU^ASSOW&HI contact activities. The 
AEGAS30WABIES have agreed to turn over recruitment prospects to 
the Agency where appropriate and have teen mors cooperative than 
other emigre groups in this regard.

(?) An AECASSOWARY representative registered at the Brussels motel 
where members of a Soviet Ukrainian choral group were billeted. 
He mingled with them socially and was able to pass on to them 
Western literature and ideas and helped to satisfy their immense 
curiosity regarding life in the West, particularly with refer- 
ence to Ukrainian emigres. 

(g) Another AECASSOWARY representative stayed at the ssme hotel and 
established social contacts with members of a large group of 
performing artists who took from him copies of the Ukrainian 
language INFORMATION BULLETIN and Ukrainian language newspapers 
published in the West. 

Souvenir packets of the literature were made up by the 
AECASSOWARIES and, through a special agreement reached with the 
management at the hotel, were placed on the tables in the dining 
room where members of tue group of artists took their meals. 

(h) A display of Ukrainian books and literature in a local bookstore 
in Brussels set up by the AECASSOWARY organization drew the 
attention of many Soviet tourists. 

(i) Contacts at Brussels were made with Soviet Ukrainian tourists 
who arrived by ship and numerous conversations were held between 
them and two young AECASSOWARY representatives living in Belgium 
who were employed as guides with Belgian tourist bureaus , 
Ukrainian language literature published in the West was trans- 
mitted to a number of the Soviet tourists by these two guides. 

2 .) Other contact operations in FY-1959 included the following: 

(a) An AECASSOWARY representative living in Warsaw was successful in 
arranging a private exchange of views with a famous surgeon from 
Kiev and with the president of the Ukrainian Academy of Sciences 
and discussed with them conditions in the Ukraine and attitudes 
of various elements of the population toward the regime. Both 
men reconfirmed that a strong spirit of anti-Moscow Ukrainian 
nationalism is still prevalent. 

(b) Contact was established by an AECASSOWARY agent with a Ukrainian, 
professor of science when he visited Eastern Europe. Correspond- 
ence with him continues via the open mails. 

(c) A Ukrainian with whom contact was established in Warsaw by an 
AECASSOWARY representative who traveled to Poland from Germany 
in 1957 and with whom the contact has been maintained by letter 
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mm is studying at Oxford University. Coatact with him is being 
mMmteined ad win to eaatinued when he returns to hie teaching 
duties in fers&w. E© is active in tbs Ukrainian community in 
Poland and has contacts tilth a Ukrainian Isnguags newspaper 
printed in Poland. 

(d) Contact was established by mx ABSA»^)MAEY representative with 
two leading Soviet Ukrainians traveling in STane®. 3Snree inter- 
esting conversations ensued in which information ms obtained 
regarding the attitude of Ukrainians toward Khrushchev and the 
regime and the political situation in the Ukraine. Details of 
tbs conversation are on file and have been transmitted to SB/ 
Reports for purposes of dissemination. Photographs sad photo- 
copies of the autographs of the two Soviet Ukrainians are availa- 
ble » One of the Soviet Itoalnians agreed to meet with the 
AEC&SS0TO5Y rcpresentativ© again in Munich in the fall of 1959. 

He took a volume of the Ukrainian Encyclopedia (emigre publica- 
tion) with him to the Ukraine. 

(e) A list of Ukrainian educators and Ukrainian writers was compiled 
for SE/lO by ARG&SSOKARY -2 for purposes of coatact by Western 
legal travelers to the Ukrainian SSR. ©lose listed were recom- 
mended because they have at one time or mother voiced their 
nationalist tendencies or ar© believed to be anti -regime, even 
though, not outspoken in this regard. 

(f) Several meetings with a master of the Bolshoi Ballet were held 
in Hew York by an iUK&SSOHAJEf contact. The meeting was insti- 
gated by a letter the A®SA®OMAax contact received from Ms 
father in the Ukraine informing him that his cousin who was 
dancing with the Ballot would be la Raw York and suggssted that 
he meet with Mm. It is expected that letter contact will bs 
maintained. 

(g) An AECAfi^OHASY raprasaatatlv® attended the sports rally in 
PMladelpMa in the early sumer of 1959 where he had coatact 
with a number of Soviet tErainiaa sportsmen. Ubfortumtely no 
arrangements could be mad© for continuing the contacts via cor- 
respondence because of the obstacles caused by the great number 
of American journalists who interfered and tried to obtain a 
monopoly of my sal an conversations struck up with the Soviet 
athletes .

His performance continues at a maximum degree, although 
it is considered that there are one or two other individuals in the cover 
organisation who may become more effective in the future . \The perform- 
ance and accomplishments of AECASSO WAR Y - 2 are considered satisfactory at 
present and there are no signs of any loss of prestige on hi® part.

H. American Project Personnel . 

Until very recently, this Project was being administered by one case 
officer (Intelligence Officer C-S-ll) . There are^overseas case officers 
involved. 

A GS-12 case officer has now been added to the Project. The staffing 
situation is continually being studied to permit full exploitation of 
the FI opportunities which arise. 

I. Liaison with Intelligence Services . 

The Joint Intelligence Bureau (Canada) recently was granted a charter 
authorizing the additional function of briefing and debriefing REDSKIN 
in-and-out travelers from the Sino-Soviet Bloc areas . Two representa- 
tives of the JIB visited CIA Headquarters in May 1959 at which time the 
Chief of Western Europe Division arranged for t&e case officer and 
senior advisor of Project AERODYNAMIC to meet with the representatives 
and discuss with them the possibilities of Canadian exploitation of the 
Ukrainians now residing in Canada. It is considered that by making the 
JIB aware of CIA’s intelligence interest in legal travelers, more bene- 
fit shall be derived in the future CIA/JIB relationship.
